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Examiner maintains the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 for the following reasons: 

Winking teaches retrieving a history of profile records for a credit account over a period of time preceding receipt of a payment (see 
paragraph 24), each such profile record corresponding to a date within the period of time and including an account balance for the credit 
account on the date and a value of credited payments made towards the credit account on the date (see paragraph 30). Winking further 
teaches determining whether to perform one of the following based on the analysis: float the payment, float part of the payment and apply 
the rest of the payment, and apply the payment in full (see paragraph 24). 

As discussed above, Winking teaches generating an analysis of retrieved history of profile records. However, Winking does not explicitly 
teach generating a behavior score based on the profile records. Crawford teaches that FICO credit scores were old and well known in the 
art at the time of invention (see at least paragraph 5). As known in the art, a FICO credit score is a behavior score that is generated based 
on a history of profile records. This behavior scores is a typical way of assessing a level of risk. Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
modify the analysis of retrieved history of profile records of Winking with generating a behavior score based on the profile records. It would 
also have been obvious to modify the determining whether to float, partially float, or apply the payment in full of Winking with making the 
decision based on the behavior score. One skilled in the art would have been motivated to make the modification because behavior scores 
are a convenient way to assess a level of risk. 
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
